OUT $633.684.000 IN ‘52 


Florida factories turned out 
products which sold last year 
for $63,684,000 more than the 
cost of the raw materials. 

This 1952 "value added” 
figure was 11 percent more than 
in 1951 and 73 percent more 
than in 1949. Comparable na- 
tional gains were 6 percent and 
44 percent, respectively, the} 
Florida State. Chamber of Com- 
merce announced this week. 
It was pointed out in this 
week's business review of the 
State Chamber's research and 
industrial division that the 
“value added" figure represents 
the value created by manufac- 
turing processes. It is therefore 
a good measure of the effect of 
manufacturing on the economy. 
of the state. The $633,684,000 
total for-Florida last year was 
the difference between sales of 
manufactured goods and the, 
costs of raw mateiral, supplies, 
Tuel, electric energy and con- 
tract work. 

During 1952, total employ- 
ment, including all types of 
workers as well as those ac- 
tually engaged in production, 
reached 118,512. Salaries and 
wages amounted to $332,555,000. 

This total employment was a 
gain of 13 percent over 1951 
and was 42 percent more than 
in 1949. 

Florida industrial payrolls 
were-18 percent above 1951 and 
64 percent more than in 1949.
